Stories about 17 yea r locusts arc* In­ 
com in g as w oolly as the grasshopper 
stories of last year. 
Down in Sulliv a n county an a dv a nce 
g ua rd of locusts entered a pota to field 
and beg a n their usua l work of destruc­ 
tion. 
The 
p'dato 
bugs 
a ppa rently 
thoug ht tha t this w a s an encroa chment 
on tin it* rig hts. 
For tw o da ys fa rmers 
noticed a great m ig ra tion of bug-, to­ 
wa rd that pa rticula r field. They tra v el­ 
ed a long the road in squa drons and ba t­ 
ta lions aud seemed to l>e under reg ula r 
leaders. 
It lieeanio pla in tha t the word 
had been passed to a ll pota to bug s in 
the v ie ’uity tha t their help w a s wa nted, 
and th'iv -wen* prepared for war. 
They 
assembb.td on one side of the field, w h ile 
the kxmsts g a tlu red on the other. 
Then cairn the ba ttle. The bug s' pla n 
of ca m pa ig n wa s to cov er tha t portion 
of the field which they were defending , 
so whenev er a luckless locust or deta ch­ 
ment of locusts a ttem pted to a lig ht on 
it the plucky beetles w ould ixmnce upon 
their enem ies and tear and cla w them 
to pieces. 
The locusts beg a n m a king 
reg ula r attacks, a nd the sla ug hter of 
both insert» wa s v ery great, w h ile be­ 
tw een them they left nothing of the 
pota to v ines. 
The fight lasted for tw o 
days. 
Then there seemed to be a truce. 
A s a result, it is noticed now’ in .Sulli­ 
v a n county that whenev er the locusts 
approach a field of potatoes the bug s 
retire from about one third of it. 
The 
locusts destroy tha t portion and lea v e 
the rest for the beetles to ea t at their 
leisure. It is inferred that this is in a c­ 
corda nce w ith the terms of the peace. 
Tin* pluckiest tight against 
locusts 
that I ha v e heard of, howev er, w a s ma de 
by a ra m in Dutchess county. 
He w a s 
the pa tria rch of the flock and of course 
considered him self its leader a nd pro- 
te tor. 
W hen (Ik* locusts inv a ded his 
pasture, In* noticed tha t food became 
scarce. So he set to Work to destroy the 
plunderers. 
Of course he had no other 
wea pon tha n the one prov ided him by 
na ture— his big. hard head. 
He ran 
a bout tin* field hunting and crushing 
the locusts. W henev er he could get one 
a g a inst a tree, he w ould sma sh it. 
He 
kept that work up w ith g reat energ y 
for two w hole days, not stopping to ea t 
a nyth in g himself. 
Hut the numbers of 
his enem ies were too great, and at the 
end of the second da y the Self sa crific­ 
ing a nim a l sank dow n a nd died of e x ­ 
ha ustion. — Buffa lo Express.

learned 1o like tra ding at I)*-s M oines’ 
big depa rtment esta blishment. 
It w a s a shrewd business mov ement 
upon the part of the proprietors, and 
they reaped gri at benefits therefrom for 
a long time.
